MISSIONS. 

The last great command of our Savior is. “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel to every creature.’' We have, de- 
clared to the world that we are the followers of Jesus Christ, and 
, « Hereby ye may know we are His disciples, because 

we do whatsoever Jfe commands.’’ Hence we are especially com- 
mitted to the work of Missions. The first emotions of the regen- 
n te( j j iear t (hrect us to this work; the life and labors of the 

no sties and primitive Christians lead us to it ; the spirituality of 
our Churches require it of us ; thousands and millions of those 
who are without God are calling us to it : and our Lord and 
Savior by example, precept and command enjoins it upon us. 

This department of Christian labor is divided into 
what we call State or Home and Foreign Missions : 

STATE MISSIONS. 

In this field of labor, we are doing something, but not as much 

]' oil in our power. Our State Mission Board and the several 
\Vociational Boards all together have not more than fifteen Mis- 
sionaries. whereas we ought to have not less than, fifty. The 
State Board has seven Missionaries laboring at Weldon, Lit 1 le- 
ioii Wadesboro and Surroundings, Monroe, Polkton, Morganton 
, im j Siu roundings, Hickory and Surroundings, and in the country 
districts embracing some eight counties. There is one, G. M. 
Webb, in our own Association giving one fourth of his time to 
this work. While these Missionaries are doing good work, yet 
wo could by union of effort support ten times tlio number in this 

work. 

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

This Board is greatly needing funds. It has a glorious record. 
tw unless we come to its aid it will have to with-call many of its 
Missionaries We recommend the 1st Sabbath in Oct. 1875, as*
